NOW .PIGHT TO KEEP THEIR GUNS. 


South Carolina Militiamen Oppose Till- 
man’s Order in Court, 

Battimore, Md., Sept. 10.—An injunction 
suit growing out of the South Carolina dis- 
pensary riots of last March came up before 
Judge Goff in the United States Cir- 
cuit’ Court today. The Washington 
Light - Infantry of Charleston flatly 
refused to obey Tillman’s call. The Govern- 
or issued an order commanding the company 
to surrender its arms. This order was also 
disobeyed and an appeal to the courts, which 
came.up today, was made for an injunction 
to prevent the Governor or any State ofticers 
from taking possession of the arms. 
The points made by the lawyers for the 
company are that the arms were secured 
by special act of Congress and held in undie- 
puted N for over sixteen years; that 
the arms were issued for no other purpose 
than the use of the company; that therefore 
the seizure of them by the Governor would be 
illegal. The arms consist of some 120 
breech-loading rifles, bayonets, scabbards, 
ete., worth $3,000." 3 


ALL GERMAN LODGES TO SEOEDE.

New York, Sept. 10.—According to allega- 
tions contained in a complaint filed. in the 
United States Circuit Court Judge Lacombe 
will be called upon tomorrow to take action 
with the object of preventing the 
continuation and final consummation 
of what is characterized as one 
of the most colossal frauds in modern 
times. The chief actor in this scheme, John 
C. Beatty. an American, at present resides in 
Texas. His victims include prominent New- 
Yorkers and other residents of the United 
States and Canada, How far the scheme has 
succeeded has not yet been determined, 
but one victim, Ja H. Beatty, 
President of the Garam and North- 
west Insurance company of Ontario, Canada, 
and of the Federal Life Assurance compauy 
of Hamilton, Ont., sweare he has lost $37,- 
500, and it is charged the goal of John C. 
Beatty’s ambition was to fraudulently obtain 
possessionyof $7,500,000. The complain- 
ants in the case, in addition to James H. 
Beatty, are James C. Aiken, Benjamin H. 
Doane, and Leo Wormser of New York. 

The defendants are Frank A. Miller, Charles 
H. Dow, Samuel N. Wood, Finis P. Earnst, 
Frank Church, James H. Brown, Charles W. 
Kittredge, James W. Carlile, Thomas J. 
O'Donnell of California, and John C. Beatty 
of Texas, all directors or trustees of the Col- 
vrado River Irrigation company. 

Company Organized tn 1892, 


The company was first organized Jan. 7, 
1892, under the name of the Arizona and 


Sonora Land and Irrigation company, but 
the title was chang Jan. 9. 1893, to its 
present form. Its ostensible object was to 
carry on the irrigation of land in California, 
Arizona, Lower California, and Mexico. Its 
capital stock was #7 500,000, divided into 
150,000 shares of $50 each. 

Aceording to the complainant, however, the 
company was organized by John ©. Beatty 
for his sole interest and benefit and to enable 
him to realize $7,500,000 on a tract of 
worthless land containmg 1,500,000 acres 
on the Altar River in the Province 
of Sonora, Mex., to which, it is 
suid, he did not even have a 
title. Huving organized the company and ob- 
tained the issue of the capital stock by alleged 
fraudulent and fictitious statements, it is 
charged that John C. Beatty went about nego- 
tiations with the object of transferring the 
land to the company for the whole of its capi- 
tal stock, or $7,500,000, The land formed 
part of what is known in Mexico as the 
Jecher concession. ‘i 

The Board of Directors, it is charged, were 
then as now the were tools and creatures of 
John C. Beatty, ready and willing at all times 
to carry out his behests. The President of 
the board was Charles H. Dow. By a vote of 
the majority it was agreed to transfer 250,000 
shares of the company to John C. 
Beatty for $7,500,000 as as it 
was possible to carry out the trans- 
fer. The directors, being Mr. Beatty's 
factotums, made no effort to investigate 
either the character of the land or the genu- 
ineness of Mr. Beatty's title to it. To further 
facilitate matters, Mr. Beatty's Board of Di- 
rectors decided to appoint him manager, with 
exclusive control of the aftairs\ of the com- 
pany ata salury of $6,000, while Frank A. 
Miller, concerned with Beatty, was elected 
Vice. President of the company and also given 
a salary of $6,000 a year, both of which 
transactions are charged to be illegal. 


Stock Transferred to Beutty. 


The first transfer of stock was made Jan. 
10, 1894, by the Board of Directors, when 
56,000 shares were transferred to John . 
Beatty on the basis of 560.000 acres of land. 
or one share for tem acres. John C. Beatty 
himself presided at this meeting, and 
against the protests of James HI. 
Beatty, a stockholder, it was agreed 
to issue 56,000 shares of new stock. 
In March last James H. Beatty obtained from 
the Supreme Court of the State of New York 
a mandamus requiring the directors to show 
him the books, but John C. Beatty went to 
California, taking the minute-book of the 
transfer with him, and James H. Beatty was 
unabie to get the evidence he wanted concern- 
ing the title of the Jecher concession. 

‘he known assets of the company did not 
exceed $40,000. It has had no bank account 
since last October, and was obliged to give up 
its oftice at No. 66 Broad street, this city, last 
July. for non-payment of rent. The compa- 
ny's known property in California consists of 
chattels worth $39,617.38, which John C. 
Beatty by a bill of sale, alleged to be fraudu- 
lent, transferred to the engineer. Charles R. 
Rock wood, without any consideration, 

Judge Lacombe will be asked to appoint a 
receiver to take charge of the affairs of the 
company. He will also be asked to declare 
that the issue of 56,000 shares of stock was 
spurious and illegal,and that the contract 
between the directors on the one side 
and John C. Beatty on the other was 
fraudulent and ultra vires, and that 
the whole transaction was void. An injunc- 
tion is asked for to prevent Beatty from sell- 
ing or transferring any part of the stock or 
certificates except under direction of the 
court. James H. Beatty, the Canadian, pur- 
chased 10,000 shares, and paid up $37,500, 
and each one of those mentioned as com- 
plainants held 550 shares.

FLAMES IN THE FOREST WORK THEIR 
WAY TOWARD ASHLAND, WIS. 


Saxon Threatened with Annihilation by 
the Red Demon=—Gev. Peck and the 
Mayor of West Superior Have a Set-to 
Over Relief Policy~RBRessemer, Mich., 
People Fight to Keep a Powder Mil 
from Explodiug=St. Paul and Dalath 
Road Makes Offera of Land. 

AsHLAND, Wis. Sept. 10.—| Special. ]—Strong 
winds have fanned up the forest fires in this 
vicinity and they are burning fiercly in nearly 
every direction. They crossed what is known 
as the Cemttery road south of Ashland today, 
and the Ashland Driving Park Association, 
whose buildings are located two miles out 
from Ashland, are in danger of burning. The 
fire is also quite close to Mount mi Ceme- 
tery, with tne strong wind constanfly bring- 
ing it nearer. Washburn has been enveloped 
in a cloud of smoke ail day. The following 
dispatch was received from Saxon tonight: 

Forest fires are ragingabout here. Water 
is being hauled by running teams. Citizens 
are moving out of their homes with all possi- 
ble speed, If the wind continues for a few 
hours the town is lost. 

Saxon is a emall town on the Northwestern 
road and several large charcoal kilns are op- 
erated there by the Ashland Iron and Steel 
company, which give the main support. Saxon 
was threatened once last week, and it was 
supposed that them ber about there was suf- 
ficiently burned off to prevent further dan- 
ger. Vice-President Johnson of the Chequa- 
mexon Bay Logging company, which oper- 
ates in the vicinity of Washburn. said this 
evening there was hardly a live tree left in 
his section of the country, which means big 
losses to timber owners. 

Mitwavuxkeg, Wis., Sevt. 10.—[Special.}— 
Gov. Peck is roiled at the action of Mayor 
Woodward of West Superior in asking the 
people of New Nork for aid for the Wisconsin 
fire sufferers, and yesterday the Superior Re- 
lief committee severely criticised the Gov- 
ernor for telegraphing New York that Wis- 
consin is able to take care of its own suffer- 
ers without outside aid. Mayor Woedward 
telegraphed the Governor last night asking 
him if he had made any investigation of 
suffering in the vicinity of West Superior. 
Gov. Peck replied: 

Jam investigating all places where these fires 
have caused suffering, have received no call 
for reliief from West Superior. and it seemed to 
me strange that a call should be made to the 

layor of New York when our people of Wiscon- 
sin were doing so much to alleviate suffering. If 
there is anyth in particular that you need and 
have not yet received to care for those who are 
suffering wire me immediately at Milwau- 
kee and 1 will send you a car- 
load. The pride of the people of Wisconsin is at 
stake in this matter and [know they would 
wiliing to raise hundreds of thousands Of dollars 
to heip their neighbors rather than hold ont 
their hands for charity to people 1,000 miles 
away. I shall be in the northern part of the 

State within a few days ana will investigate all 

cases of suffering as far as possible. lu the 

meantime wire me full particulars of your aeeds. 

The Governor has learned that not more 
than twenty families in Douglas County have 
suffered by the fires. He says that he does 
not mean that no outside aid will be accepted, 
but he does not want the State to be put in the 
position of soliciting it.

in the hands of a receiver. He also said Mr. 
Edison had no new phonograph ready for the 
market, 

New York, Sept. 10.—[Special.|—Johr 
R. Hardin, ex-Assembymang from the Sixth 
New Jersey District, was appointed receiver 
of the North American Phonograph company 
Aug. 21 by Chancelior A. T. McGill of New 
Jersey, on application for a bill of dissolu- 
tion, his bonds being fixed at $30,000, and 
he was also appointed receiver for New York 
by Justice Beach of the Supreme Court in 
$10,000 bonds. Incidentally all the proceed- 
ings from the founding of the North Ameri- 
can Phonograph company as a New Jersey 
corporation exhibit Thomas A. Edison, the 
Wizard,“ as an extremely cute Napoleon 
of finance. Not to multiply instances of his 
acumen in this respect, he unloaded stock for 
$500,000 cash cn the company, did its work 
ior thousands of dollars, recovered his stock 
when it defaulted as security for a note of the 
North American Phonograph company for 
$10,000, and, if rumor be true, has a new 
pLonograph, with startling properties and 
possibilities, which will flow the oid stock t 
u paymg Piimsoll line. The application fo 
receivership was made by Walter Cutting of 
Pittsfield, Mass., executor of the estate ot R. 
L. Cutting, and James Garrett of the State of 
New York. It is evident the most potent in- 
fluence to the obtaining of the receivership 
was that of Thomas A. Edison and Charles B. 
Carman. The action was really due to de- 
fault in interest on a paltry $300,000 of 
debenture bonds, The company was in- 
vorporated May 8, 1889, with 586,600, 
000 capital and $40,000 cash assets. 
The principal promoter was Jesse H, Lippin- 
cott. The orators ask that the corporation be 
enjoined from exercising ita franchises and 
continuing its business; that it be decreed in- 
solvent, and that a receiver be appointed. 
The nail was then hit on the head by Thomas 
A. Edison. Receiver Hardin talked of tne 
collapse of the company in his office in 
Newark, N. J., this evening. In his opinion 
nothing can resuscitate it, and so far us he 
has discovered he can count on only $25,000 
of assets. The Edison United Phonograph 
company hag instituted a suit in chancery 
agaiust the North American Phonograph 
company, which will be heard in Newark to- 
morrow morning.

The British Trades Union Congress which 
was in session at Norwich last week wound 
up its deliberations by coming out flat-footed 
in favor of the “ nationalizing’’ of the land 
and also of the means of production, dietri- 
bution, and exchange. In short, it declared 
that its ereed is State socialism. Sunday the 
Populists of this city held a large mass-meet- 
ing on the West Side.

Rog- 
ers, the American Railway Union man, gail 
that à new house must be built, and this will 
be the codperative commonwealth.”’

These labor leaders who are calling them-

There is nothing else Which they could ask 
for consistently. The ‘trades unionists of 
England have known for some time that em- 
ployers are paying them all the markets will 
permit. When demands have been made for 
higher wages employers have not hesitated to 
lay their books before the men and show them 
just what the profits were and that they were 


so small as to make higher wages an impossi- 


bility. The labor leaders there have gener- 
ally come to the conclusion irrespective of 
the information furnished by their employers’ 
books that such is the case. The comparative 
infrequency of strikes in England may be 
ascribed to the knowledge of the fact that it 
is generally a choice between present wages 
and no wages at all, because the employer 
will close his factory rather than pay more. 

American employés are getting to under- 
stand very well what the profite of their em- 
ployers are. They know, without being told. 
about how large a dividend will be declared 
at the end of the year. The trades union 
leaders in this country ure reaching the point 
where they perceive that it is impossible 
while the present industrial system endures 
for the workmen to get wages as large as the 
labor demagogues tell them they ought to 
have. The labor leaders comprehend that if 
the employer is admitted to have any rights, 
and if it is conceded that the prices for which 
commodities sell regulate the wages paid for 
making them, then all this talk about “ the 
toiler being robbed by the plutocrat” is utter 
rant. 

Therefore they have come out with the only 
program possible for them. They want the 
means of production and distribution “ na- 
tionalized. That sounds better than stolen. 
They want to seize all the property in the 
country, and tell the workingmen that since 
capital and enterprise are to get nothing 
henceforth there will be much more for 
them, Their program is one of expropria- 
tion rather than nationalization. They wish 
to evict from the land the railroads, the 
mines, the workshops and the factories, the 
people who have proprietary rights in them 
now and utilize them ‘ostensibly for the bene. 
fit of labor, but really for that of the labor 
bosses. 


The next question is: How is this to be 


done? The walking delegates say, By the 
ballot.” That is absurd, for they cannot get 
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the more than six million votes they would 
need. Except in the large cities they ate a 
handful. Do they mean to resor, to force? 
Do they think a violent minority can over- 
awe a majority? They may have read of the 
way in which the Jacobins got power and 
held it for a time, and may think that what was 
possible in France is possible here. There is 
need of information on this point. The pro- 
gram has been given. Howdo Debs, Rogers, 
Morgan, and the rest of them propose to 


carry it out? They cannot do it at the ballot |

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MACVEAGH PROMISES FREE SUGAR. 

There was a gentleman mentioned in the 
scripture who promised great things once in 
return for bowing down and worshiping him. 
Candidate Mac Vengh says that the tariff re- 
formers of Congress waut absolute free sugar 
and they will get it if. the people vote for 
tariff reform this fall. The people would 


rather have the twenty-five pounds of sugar, 


they got for a doliar under the McKinley law 
than the eighteen pounds they are getting 
now under a law which Mr. MacVeagh says is 
‘a step in the right direction —a law which 
aiso makes it a great deal harder for them to 
get a dollar to buy sugar with. For while a 
man could get for a day’s work two years ago 
$2 or fifty pounds of sugar, he gets for a 
day’s work now only $1.60 or twenty-nine 
pounds of sugar. 

But before the people bow down and wor- 
ship Mr. MacVeagh this fall in order to get free 
sugar, they would like to know what they will 
have to pay for it, for Mr. MacVeagh and his 
tariff reformers are not going.to give free 
sugar, but to sell it. He says that if the duty 


is taken off sugar some other revenue must 


be found or expenditures must be cut down.“ 
There will be no cutting down of expenses, 
because the Democratic party never does that 
sort of thing. Its energies are concentrated 
always on the cutting of wages, and the con- 
sequent reduction of the expenses of individ- 
uals. It believes in public extravagance and 
enforced individual economy. It reduces 
government expenses ostentatiously for po- 
litical effect, and then unostentatiously passes 
big deficiency bills. 

If the duty is taken off sugar ‘‘some other 
revenue must be found.“ There is a Repub- 
lican way of finding it. It is to make the 
duties on competing foreign goods truly pro- 
tective, which they are not now. That will 
add- to the revenues of the government and 
will revive American industry. Then there 
will once more be work and good wages for 
all. Then a day’s labor will buy fifty pounds 
of sugar as it usedto. Thatis not Mr. Mac- 
Veagh’s way, however. Looking across the 
Atlantic to the land where he gets his ideas, if 
not his clothes, he sees that there isan income 
tax which produces eighty million dollars a 
year. The same tax in this country wiil pro- 
duce less than half that next year. Therefore, 
if in the Senate, Mr. MacVeagh will move 
that the exemption de reduced from $4,000 
to $3,000 or less and that the rate of tax be 
made 3 per cent or enough to enable the gov- 
ernment to get from this source as much as 
England does. 

But there are other tariff reforms ’’ which 
Mr. MacVeagh wants carried out. There are 
numerous kinds of competitive goods the 
duties on which he would like to see lowered 
decidedly prior to the final step of taking off 
those duties altoge‘her. He would rather have 
competitive products free than non-competi- 
tive ones. Therefore when it came time to de- 
cide which duties should be removed he would 
vote to take off those on manufactured goods 
and increase the income tax to meet the defi- 
ciency of revenue. Sugar would not be put 
on the free list. 

Therefore the [Illinois voters should think 
twice before they take Mr. MacVeagh out of 
the wholesale grocery business and set him at 
the law-making business at Washington, just 
because he is offering them free sugar. The 
offer he makes is more attractive than a 
chromo. It is that every man who deals at 
the MacVeagh political shop shall get a neat 
prise package with seven pounds of sugar in 
it. But unhappily there will be no such pack- 
ages distributed in case he is sent to Wash- 
ington and his party is kept in power. In- 
stead of free sugar the voters will get lower 
duties on competitive goods, sharper Euro- 
pean competition, lower wages, and a higher 
income tax. Mr. MacVeagh is a gay sacchar- 
ine deceiver. There is a stout string tied to 
the free sugar packages he offers. 
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THE NEW TARIFF REDUCING WAGES. 

A dispatch from Toledo describes the diffi- 
culties the knitting industries of that city and 
vicinity have to encounter under the opera- 
tion of the new tariff law. The manufactur- 
ers there will have to furnish goods at much 
lower prices than heretofore in order to meet 
the increased foreign competition. They may 


be able to obtain wool at lower figures and 


dye stuffs a little more cheaply than before, 
aud perhaps make some improvements in 
machinery before the European manufact- 
urers achieve that advantage, but if by means 
of economies in one or more of these direc. 
tions they cannot achieve a saving equal to 
the cut in the protective duties nothing will 
be left but to lower the wage scale or cease to 
operate the works. 

One of the Toledo employers states the case 
with reference to a certain kind of mitten in 
which there is a large trade. The cost per 
dozen is 90 cents for wages, 85 cents for ma- 
terial, 10 cents for boxing and waste, and 30 
cents for selling. The total cost is $2.15. In 
France, Germany, and Belgium the cost per 
dozen for the same kind of goods is $1.11, 
including 25 centg far labor and 60 cents for 
material, Adding to this a duty of 35 per 
cent the foreign manufacturer ig able to bring 
his product to our doors at $1.50 per dozen. 
There is a difference of 65 cents which must 
be met in some way or the foreign mittens 
wiil be purchased by American consumers in 
preference to those of home make. Undoubt- 
edly a large part of it will have to be supplied 
from a rediction in wages. 

This is inevitable. The American manu- 
facturer cannot afford to sell at $1 goods 
which it costs him $1.25 to produce. He no 
more will do that than the average consumer 
will pay him $1.25 for goods which another 
man is willing to sell him at $1. His ma- 
terials wilt cost some less, and wages are the 
only remaining item that can be cut to meet 
the altered conditions. Just how much wages 
will have to be reduced may not be ascer- 
tained for awhile yet, but whatever be the ex- 
tent necessary it must be submitted to, or the 
workers will be minus situations becaus of 
the inability of the employer to manufacture 
and sell his goods at a loss. 

Doubtless most of the men who must sub- 
mit tothe wage reduction voted two years 
ago to carry out the Democratic policy of 
** tariff reform,“ as requested by the dema- 
gogues who promised them good wages with 
lower prices for what they had to buy. Now 
they are reaping the fruits of their blind ac- 
ceptance of Democratic promises and pledges. 
Are they going to vote this fall for another cut in 
their wages, to be necessitated by etill greater 
competition from abroad, as the party lead- 
ers intimate will be worked for if the coun- 
try shows its approval of what has been done 
in the recent past? By next November the 
employés in the knitting industries of To- 
ledo will be receivmg far smaller wages per 
day and week than two years ago, 
or even than were paid them just previous 
to the passage of the new law. Will the 
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adult male employés, and the fathers and | 


brothers and husbands of the rest vote for 
candidates whose policy has brought so much 
misehief already and threatens to deepen it 
if allowed to dominate the industries of the 
country in the future? Can they be such 
noodles, so utterly idiotic, as not to learn 
quickly from this bitter experience that 
Democratic rule means low wages, depressed 
industries, and flercer competition with 
European toilers and their products? Surely 
a large proportion of the workers who voted 
the Demoeratic ticket in 1892 will vote next 
time for a restoration of the Républican pol- 
icles which gave them full work at good 
wages by providing a home’ market for their 
products, and protecting that market from 
undue foreign competition. | : 
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STRIKES HURT THE WORKER. 

Grand Master Sovereign of tlic Knights of 
Labor is quoted assaying: All strikes are 
illegal, and strikers are criminal.“ Of 
course he réferred to strikes as usually con- 
ducted, and the strikers as thby ordinarily 
misconduct themselves while oh strike. He 
could not have meant to convey the idea that 
any man or set of men have not the right to 
cease work provided they are not under con- 
tract and do not leave it ander manifestly 
unfair conditions, such as desetting @ train 
that is under way. But Mr. Sovereign is well 
aware that the peaceabie quitting of a job 
that does not suit the striker, and leaving 
other men free to take the places vacated, 
is not a strike as understood in the . trades 
unions, A feature scarcely ever absent from 
a strike is that of terrorism. The st@ikers are 
not even content to peaceably persuade others 
not to undertake the work. Theli idea is that 
the job shall be at u standstill until they gain 
the point with the employer. They will not 
allow another man to work on it if thréats 
and personal violence will avail to prevent it, 
und in numerous cases the property of the 
employer is destroyed during the struggle. 
Mr. Sovereign knows that terrorism is count- 
ed on to keep vacant the situations left by the 
strikers till such times as they see fit to re- 
occupy them, and for all such strikes he says 
truly that they are illegal and the persons 
who practice the terrorism almost always re- 
sorted to by strikers are criminals. He tells 
the workers: 

Jean imagine that an emergency might arise 
that would justify a strike, but, generally speak- 
ing. only temporary victories are accomplished 
in that way. Strikes widen the breach between 
labor and its employers. Workmen must look 
for relief to some other source. 

This is “true as gospel. Real improve- 
ment of condition by means of a strike is the 
rare exception. Loss to the persons engaging 
in the strike is the usual rule. The wage- 
earners must look for relief to some other 
source, but it is not to be found in a social- 
istic appropriation of the property of em- 
plovers and other capitalists by the State, nor 
in a debasement of the currency such as is 
urged upon them by the silver monometal- 
lists, still less that demanded by the Populists. 
The toilers would not be benefited by being 
made to work for the State, whether with 
pay in money or on the penitextiary plan of 
having the bodily wants provided for in re- 
turn for forced labor. Neither would it be to 
their advantage to receive pay in dollars hav- 
ing a reduced purchasing power, though they 
might hope ultimately to have the rate of 
wages increased to correspond with the depre- 
ciated value in the currency unit. Under 
either of these changes their condition would 
become much worse than now, instead of 
better, as promised by the labor demagogues 
who ask them to vote for candidates pledged 
to socialism orto the free coinage of silver 
at double its actual bullion value.

MORTON’S CONTEMPT OF CIVIL SERVICE 
RULES. 


The handbook of the Republican Congres- 
sional committee, which will make its appear- 
ance this week, will contain some interesting 
matter tuuching the relations of the Secretary 
of Agriculture to the rules of the civil service, 
which he is required to obey and which he 
most contemptuously violates, - meanwhile 
characterizing them as the ‘‘sgnivel service 
laws. The allegations made against him 
will show that unlike the well-known bhumor- 
ist he is not prepared to sacrifice his wife's 
relatives. On the other hand it is charged he 
has taken care of them in good shape. 
Through his assistance and in violation of the 
laws of the civil service, upon which the 
President lays so much stress, the Skinner 
family is said to have feathered ite nest. 
Three female Skinners, nieces of the Secre- 
tary’s wife, are employed as clerks in the de- 
partment in violation of law, because not one 
of them has ever passed the examination re- 
quired by the statute. A male Skinner, their 
brother, has been made foreman of the de- 
partment printing office, it is alleged, by 
perjury, Mr. Skinner claiming citizenship 
while in reality he is a legal resident of 
Canada and a British subject. These facts 
have been passed upon by the commission, 
and yet today Skinner is still foreman and 
the female Skinners retain their clerkships, 
and not only this, but their landlady has 
been placed on the rolls of the department to 
the advantage of.the board bills, 

Other facts in the handbook go to show 
how other clerks are at work in the depart- 
ment who have never passed the examination 
required by law because they cannot pass it, 
and that in most of the divisions of the de- 
partment the civil service law is grossly dis- 
regarded. It is not remarkable that Secre- 
tary Morton violates the law in the most 
open and contemptuous manner. Being an 
old Jacksonian style of Democrat it would be 
strange if he had any sympathy with it, and 
as there is no penalty attached it would be 
equally strange if he did not violate it and 
characterize it by sneering epithets, Perhaps 
the Secretary thinks as everything is going by 
the board, and the party is honeycombed with 
‘- perfidy and dishonor,” a few little peity 
frauds more or less will not count for any- 
thing. To put a few hundreds of dollars into 
the pockets of impecunious relatives certain- 
ly is not as bad as putting many millions into 
the pockets of a trust whether considered 
from a financial or moral point of view. But 
mean while what has become of the civil serv- 
ice reform which was so dear to the heart of 
the President? What do the mugwump 
brethren think of the open and contemptuous 
way in which a Cabinet officer overrides the 
law and of the shamefaced manner in which 
he violates it by fastening his relatives upon 
his department in spite of the provisions of 
the law which clearly forbid him to do so? 


A STORY OF INFAMY. 

Ex-Consul-General to Samoa H. W. Sew- 
all, in his recent speech at Augusta, Me., 
stated some new facts in the infamous story 
of the Cleveland administration’s treatment 
of Malietoa, King of the islands. When Mr. 
Sewall first went to Samoa, seven years ago, 
Germany was arranging for war in order to 
secure possession of the islands and advance 
her own interests. His first instructions from 
Mr. Bayard were to keep the Samoans from 
fighting on the assurance that the Bayard 
conference would arrange affairs in their iuter- 
ests. Mr. Sewull at once went 40 Malietoa’s 
camp and pleaded with him to maintain 
peace. Malietoa replied that the Germans 
were about to make war upou him and would 
utilize the Samoan revels for that purpose, 
but that if he were left alone he could crush 
out the rebels before the German vessels ar- 
rived, Mr. Sewall told him to dismiss his

fears, as the United States Government would 
not allow him to suffer if he obeyed its 
wishes. Malietoa finally promised not to fight, 
out of respect for this government. He kept 
his word. How did the Cleveland administra- 
tion keep its word? | 

In one month from that time six German 
warships arrived at Apia. War was declared 
upon Malietoa and under cover of their guns 
the Germans installed Tamasese as King. 
Malietoa was driven into the mountains. The 
Germans demanded him, dead or alive, and 
with this demand satisfied they agreed to 
cease hostilities, At this juncture Malietoa 
wrote to Mr. Sewall a pathetic letter, of 
which the foilowing‘is an extract: . 

I do not know what wrongful act I have don 
and do hereby protest against the action done by 
Germany, but the German Government is sttong 
and 1 indeed am weak, therefore I yield to their 


strength that my people may live and not be 
slanghtered.

Malietoa gave himself up to the Germans 
and was sent into exile at the deadly Camero- 
dus. Cleveland and Bayard, who had thus 
cruelly betrayed him, never lifted a finger or 
uttered a wordin his behalf. He remained 
there until through the intercession of Presi- 
dent Harrison and James G. Biaine he was 
returned to his native country with broken 
health, and now that the Cleveland adminis- 
tration is in power again the government 
for which we more than any other power are 
responsible, established in the cause of jus- 
tice and the vindication of our own honor, 
not only is left wifhout our moral support 
but Mr. Cleveland leads in denunciation of it, 
while our rivals there ezult at the prospect 
of our withdrawal from the islands.

CHINESE TRANSPORT’CHEAN WRECKED. 


Fourteen Hundred Troops on Board, but 
All Are Rescued. i 

SHanGnal, China, Sept. 10.—The Chinese 
transport Chedn, while procerding to For- 
mosa with 1,400 troops on board, was 
wrecked in the Che- Tung Pass. A panic oc- 
eurred on board when the steamer went 
ashore, but all the soldiers and the crew of 
the Chean were ‘safely landed in its boats. 
There is no hope of saving the transport. 
Saturday last some Chinese officials boarded 
the French mail steamer en route to Japan 
and demanded to search the ship for Japanese 
officers coming from Europe who were said 
to be returning home on board of it. ‘The 
Captain of the steamer refused to allow his

A new view about the Russian interests in 
the Chinese-Japanese conflict about the su- 
prémacy in Corea is brought forward by a 
correspondent of the Petersburg Novoe 
Vremya; a higher naval officer. The judge- 
ments of these interests have ulways been is- 
sued from the standpoint that Japanese su- 
premacy in Corea would be a menace to Rus- 
sia. The correctness of this view, which is 
also shared by Russian diplomats, is decided - 
ly denied by this correspondent. China and 
Japan have ever been hostile to each other 
and the present conflict does not mark any 
new tendency of Japanese politics. It is to

It isto 
be noticed how zeaiously the Chinese Gov- 
ernment is building fortified places, strategi- 
cal roads, and creating military colonies 
along the Russian frontier? and how lately 


waters, going as far as Vladivostok. All this 
is no secret and is surely no sign of peaceable 
intentions. On the other hand Japan has, es- 
pecially in cases of tension between England 
and Russia, repeatedly shown not only its 
sympathy towards Russia, but its willingness 
to actively aid the same in case of emergency. 
Japan bas always opened its harbors to Rus- 
sian vessels as a place of refuge and has sup- 
plied them in troublesome times with coal 
and provisions. Just as clearly as 
China demonstrated its hostile position to- 
wards Russia has Japan proved its friend- 
ship towards the empire of the Czar. Should 
Russia’s intervention now lead to a victory of 
China this circumstance would not change in 
the slightest degree the traditional position of 
China towards Russia. As before the Chinese 
would, not relinquish their intention of re- 
gaining the lost Amoor province. But the 
Japanese would nourish a grudge against 
Russia and join the first hostile demonstra- 
tion agaiast the same, no matter from which 
side it would come. The situation would be 
still worse if—in spite of Russian intervention 
in favor of China—Japan would emerge as 
victor inthe war. Russia would then have 
two enemies on its eastern frontiers. Japan 
would bea dangerous foe, as the Japanese 
‘Islands, which lay before the passage from 
the Bay of Viadivostok into the Pacific 
Ocean, could prove such insurmountable ob- 
stacles to the Russian fleet as the Dardanelles 
or the Skagerrak. It would be advisable for 
the Russian diplomats under all circum- 
stances to keep on good terins with Japan.

Extraordinary Mission to Pekin from the 
4 King of Corea,

BOSTON SLAUGHTERS THE COLTS.

Methodism, and Chris- 
tianity in the manly sympathy he has expressed 
in word and deed for the law-abiding working 
people of Pullman, and believe the accusations 
of anarchy made against him have been unjust 
and untrue, if not malicious.

OTNE SOHOONER BINNAOLE 


His Claim Is That the Crusader Finished 
the Course Saturday=—One of the Judges 
Awards Paulsen the Prize, Which He 
Carries Away=—Merlin Sal Over the 
Course and Claims the Trophy 100 
Crusader and Hawthorne Have a Brush 
Coming Down from Kacine. 

A three-reefed breeze, rapidly developing 
into a howling gale, has come out of the calm 
which fell upon the regatta of the Lake Mich- 


igan Yachting Association at Racine last Sat- 


urday. Yesterday the schooner yacht Merlin 
sailed over the course, and her owner, Capt. 
Horace J. Conley of Green Bay, has laid 
claim to the handsome binnacle given by 
the Racine Yacht. club to the winning boat 
in the schooner clase. But the binnacle is 
not in the possession of the Racine Yacht 
club. Commodore W. A. Paulsen, who claimed 
to have won it with the Crusader Saturday, 
put the prize under his arm Sunday night, 
and boarded the train for Chicago. When 
the Regatta committee went to the Crusader 
yesterday morning and demanded the return 
of the prize, it was found that Commodore 
Paulsen had taken no chances by leaving it 
on board his schooner. The owvers of the 
schooner Hawthorne refused to race for a 
prize which Commodore Paulsen had carried 
away withhim. The Merlin. however, went 
out alone and bravely sailed the entire 
twenty miles of the course in the howling 
norther. 

The Chicago yachts which had been at Ra- 
cine, with the exception of the Hattie B., 
Allie T., and Ida K., returned yesterday. The 
feeling over the schooner prize was running 
high among the yachtsmen. Thus far no one 
knows exactly what can be done to regain 
possession of the binnacle. , 

The Trouble Is an Old One, 

Said one yachtsman: “The trouble is one 
of long standing between the Hawthorne and 
Crusader. The two boats collided when in a 
race a year ago, and the judges ruled tho 
Crusader out of the race on the grounds of a 
foul. At the big regattain Milwaukee July 
4 the Hawthorne beat the Crusader 
badly, as she did in the regatta at Racine 
July 2. In the August regatta of the Lake 
Michigan Yachting Association hera the Haw- 
thorne bested the Crusader by twenty minutes 


on a sixteen mile course. There was much 


bad blood when the boats met again at Ra- 
cine, When the boats were becalmed at dark 
Saturday night the Regatta committee re- 

uested the judges to call the race off, and 
this was done. A tug was sent out to bring in 
the schooners. The Hawthorne at that time 
had a lead. On being informed that the 
judges had called the race off the Hawthorne 
gave a line to the tug, but Com- 
modore Pauisen refused to consider the 
race off and declined to be towed 
in. After 10 o’clock Commodore Paulsen 
appeared at the club headquarters and on his 
statement that he had finished the course one 
of the judges awarded him the prize. With- 
out waiting for it to be presented to him for- 
mally he took the binnacle the next morning 
and carried it aboard his boat. There was a 
storm of protests, and the judges, at the re- 
quest of the Regatta committee, ordered the 
race sailed over again * morning. 
serving notice in writing upon Mr. Paulsen 
Sunday morning. Notwithstanding this no- 
tice Mr. Paulsen took the prize without au- 
thority from any one from aboard his boat 
and brought it to Chicago. 

Capt. Paulsen Gives Strong Orders. 


It is charged that when Mr. Paulsen left 
Racine he left orders to have the Crusader 
follow him as soon as possible, completely 
ignoring the action of the judges in order: 
the race sailed over again. A Racine dispate 
last night stated that the prize in the schooner 
ciass will undoubtedly be awarded the Merlin. 
With the prize in the possession of the Cru- 
eader the judges’ award will not amount to 
much unless the Racine Yacht club secures a 
second binnacle. The imbroglio is the resuit 
of removing the time limit, and hereafter ali 
boats will be required to sail their courses in 
a specified time or no race. From the social 
point of view the regatta. was far superior to 
anything held this year and will greatly en- 
courage yachtsmen at Racine for next season. 

There was another brush between the Cru- 
sader and Hawthorne in coming from Racine 
yesterday: The Crusader left about half an 
hour ahead of the Hawthorne, running before 
a fresh northwest wind, which is supposed to 
be the strong sailing point of the boat. Not- 
withstanding this the Hawthorne passed the 
Crusader with ease, and arrived in port three 
miles ahead of her. When the boats finished 
the Hawthorne was under lower canvas only, 
while the Crusader had topsails spread. 

„What makes the Hawthorne people so red 
hot, said one of the crew last nicht, is the 
statement Paulsen made to the judge at Ra- 
cine that we gave up because we had no 
chance of 8 and were towed in to escape 
a diegraceful defeat. We had led the Cru- 
sader all around the course and when the 
calm came on we were four miles ahead. We 
were the victims of a foul which would have 
thrown the Crusader out of the race if we had 


pressed it.

Illinois Central Admits It Has No Right 
te Make ‘This New Nuisance of Itself, 
but Explains That It Is Emergency 
Work Necessitated by the Midway Im- 
provement=Substantial Fines for Sev- 


eral Smoke Offenders=Drainage Canal 
Work Not. Affected by Recent Rains. 


The Illinois Central road is real sorry it 
has been compelled to make a nuisance of its 
tracks along Sisty- first street, and begs to 
say to the protesting people of the vicinity 
that the use of the tracks for switching pur- 
poses is only temporary and is made neces- 
sary by emergency work along the Midway. 
The officials of the road admit that they have 
no legal-right to run any but passenger trains 
over the tracks, and say it is not their inten- 
tion to do otherwise when the Midway work.is 
out of the way. Vice-President Harahan is 
out of town just now, but when he returns 


some action is expected. It was declared at 
headquarters of the road yesterday that the 
switching had been done without authority 
from any of the general officers, and just be- 
fore the first account of the protests of citi- 
zens was printed in Tus Taro a remon- 
strance had been received from some of the 
sufferers and Superintendent of Terminals 
Higgins had ‘been asked to make a report on 
the case. This is the statement made from 
Vice-President Harahan’s office yesterday 
concerning the road’s pocition in the matter: 
We do not deny that the Hyde Park ordinance 
forbidding freight on these tracks is still 
in force, although ordinance itself is con- 
tradictory. In one section it grants us „the 
necessary switches and turnouts,” and in another 
it says there shall be no switching. Orders from 


general officers have always been that there 
uld be no switching there. During the 
World’s Fair construction period, however, con- 
tractors, Fair officfals, and concessionaries were 
all clamoring to-have the tracks used. They 
promised to see the city authorities and make 
sure that there should no objection. So we 
allowed switching on the tracks. Now that the 
Midway NN have begun I suppose the 
local officials have assumed that they can con. 
tinue the work. You can say, however, that it 
will be entirely temporary. We have no desire 
to use those tracks for switching and shall not 
‘ doso. We have refused any number of applica- 
tions in the delivery of regular freight along 


Assistant Corporation Counsel Palmer 

said: ‘* While 1 have not made an exhaustive 
search for information on the subject, such 
as will have to be done in case an opinion is 
asked for, it seems to me that the ordinance 
staritis as an explanation for itseif, and the 
complaint of the residents would seem just. 
However, a clause granting the company the 
right to construct such sidings and switches as 
may be necessary to connect with manufact- 
urmg and other establishments along the 
route seem: inconsistent when the other is 
considered. 
Commissioner Jones of the Department of 
Public Works said according to the ordinance 
of the Village Board of Hyde Park, under 
which the tracks were laid, the company has 
no right to use them for freight except to the 
Washington club. Several persons have seen 
the department and have asked for permits to 
carry freight over these tracks, but in each 
case it was refused, the Commissioner hold- 
ing that to issue a permit was not with the 
department. The company tas been seek- 
ing for a long time, it is claimed, to have an 
ordinance passed granting full privileges on 
these tracks as on all others, but the opposi- 
tion of the Hyde Park people always has been 
too great.

WEWELL’s IDEA OF TRACK ELEVATION. 


He Wanted the Structure Lifted All the 
Way to the Lake Shore Depot. 

Only recently has it become known that 
the late Presiden John Newell of the Lake 
Shore was in favor of elevating the tracks 
of the railway company all the way 
in to the passenger depot on Van 
Buren street. Mr. Newell had 
studied and figured on the work and was anx- 
ious to adopt some plan by which to proceed. 
Various obstacles presented themselves that 
were not solved duri his life. The Harri- 
son street crossing of the Lake Shore and 
Rock Island tracks was the principle stum- 
bling block the officials of the two 
companies endeavored to circumvent 
in problem of track elecation north 
of Sixteenth street. It was after 
a consultatj with Corporation Counsel 
Rubens President Newell secured the 
clause in ordinance the Lake Shore com- 
pan is now workimg under providing for the 
eight to which its tracks may be elevated 
north of Sixteenth street in the event of the 
elevation of the Chicago and St. Charles 
Air Line tracks. Engineer Clark, who 
is superintending the work for the 
Lake Shore company, said yesterday: 
am not prepared to say whether the plan 
of elevation north of Sixteenth and clear into 
the depot is feasible or not. I have not gone 
over the problem thoroughly with especial 
reference to our company. I know it would 
be terribly expensive, however, on account of 
the heavy damage to property. It would be 
expensive to either the company or the city. 
Mr. Newell was in favor of putting a viaduct 


at Polk street, but he did not know what to’ 


do with Harrison street. A viaduct gnd sub. 
way there would damage exceedingly Valuable 
property.” 

* What would you think ef an elevated iron 
structure north of Sixteenth street!“ 

“With that proposition comes the problem 
of elevating on similar iron structures oll of 
the switch tracks of the two companies be- 
tween Sixteenth street and the depot, and 
such a plan would cause the elevation of the 
freight houses of the two companies in the 
district. I have not studied those problems 
thoroughly, and While any engineer would 
say all of the tracks might be elevated—as I 
do—still the item of -expense is the greatest 
one to be considered.“

VICTORIA SHOULD OHEOK OHOLERA. 


Dr. Brower Says the People Wno Prop:- 
gate It Are Her Subjects. 

The dispatch from Buda Pesth printed in 
the Tur Tux of yesterday, describing, the 
proceedings of the Hygienic Congress, in 
which Dr. Ernest Hart of London read a 
paper on cholera, and Dr. John S. Billings of 
Washington, D. C., took an active part in the 
consideration of resolutions, was shown to 
several prominent physicians yesterday and 
their comment upon it was invited. They 
were unanimous in their approval of the 
course taken by Dr. Billings. Dr. D. R. 
Brower said: As to the paper by Dr. Hart 
on cholera it is. of course, nothing new. It 
seems to me strange, however, he should 
place the responsibility for the spread of 
cholera by the pilgrims to Mecea on the Sul- 
tan of Turkey. Tbe responsibility rests with 
the British Government, ds nine-tenths of the 
pilgrims go from India, where fhe 
cholera originates. Queen Victoria, and nct 
the Suitan, is the one to look after it. 
As to the course taken by Dr. Billings it is ex- 
actly in keeping with his well-known charac- 
ter. It seems he objected to rushing through 
the congress resolutions ou important sub- 
jects which had not been duly considered and 
which were adopted in a thoughtless manner 
by a thin meeting. I see no objection to any 
of Dr. Billings’ views expressed in the dis- 

teh and I suppose noone will.“ Dr. E. F. 
33 said: The views on cholera ex- 
pressed by Dr. Hart are those universally ac- 
cepted by the profession. There is nothing 
new either in what he says as to cholera orig- 
inating in the valley of the Ganges and its 
being propagated by the pilgrims to Mecca. 
Dr. Billings’ course in the proceedings of the 
congress seems to me to be unojectionable. 
If resolutions on important scientific subjects 
were passed without being translated or 
understood, and even without mature consid- 
eration, he must have been justified in mak- 
ing an objection to it.“ Dr. J. H. Hollister 
said: What Dr. Hart says on the subjec 
is what every one knows and accepts. I 
might seem expedient tu clean up and sanitate 
the valley of the Ganges and do away with 
cholera once for all. It would even be the 
cheapest course in the long run. But human 
nature does not act on such a principle much. 
It would be cheapest to do away with intoti- 
cating liquors, but I am afraid it will bea 
long time before it will be done.“ 

Dr. H. M. Lyman said: These views on 
cholera expressed by Dr. Hart are the views 
generally held on that’ subject. As to the 
British Government restraining cholera pa- 
tients from going as pilgrims to Mecca, I do 
not think it practicable. It would be impossi- 
ble to tell which of them was going to be 
taken with cholera, and a man who already 


has it is too sick to go to Mecca or anywhere

ATR BAGS TO RAISE LAKE WREOKS. 


Novel Scheme to Bring the Sunken Lucille 
| to the Surface. 

The wreck of the sunken steamer Lucille, 
which lies near the outer Lake View crib, will 
be raised by adevice which is an innovation 
in wrecking outfits, The tug Commodore 
Jack Barry. which has the appliances on 
board, will go to the wreck this morning. 
The scheme is to place canvas air bags in the 
holds of the sunken steamer, and then inflate 
them with air, It is thought this will bring 
the boat to the surface. ‘he Barry has been 
fitted out with steam air compressors and 
reservoirs fitted with numerous novel 
connections, The. canvas bags ate to 
be rolled tightly and tied into small 
bundles so that the diver can place them hand- 
ily. The bags are five feet wide and twelve 
feetlong. Each has a connection with inch 
— Belt hoes bo: the sirpampe. When all
